ware. The burnishing on the costly brass chan- 
deliers’ displayed in Broadway, on the silver 
oruct-stands, pitchers, and a hundred other 
things ie all done by women. To perform this 
work properly, considerable skill isrequisite, and 
the girls consequently obtain a decent remunera- 
have a protective and benevolent organization, 
but no, trouble has ever arisen between them 
and their employers to bring the Society to pub- 
lic notice. ‘The wages of burnishers vary from 
$10 to $15 per week; being paid by the piece, the 
best hands of cours carn the most money. 

The manufacture of horee hair cloth is carried 
on solely by women.: The cloth in question is 
used for covering sofas and chairs, settees, &o. 
There are but few manufacturers of the cloth in 
’ this City, but the largest is located on Sixth-ave- 
nue, near Eighteenta-strest, where a large num- 
ber.of women ‘find employment. The wages of 
the operatives average $10 per week. 

The book-binding establishments furnish work 
for over two thousand females. Ali the binding 
on “ yellow-covered literature,” pamphlets, pa- 
per novels, and cheap bogks, is done by girls, men 
only performing the more elaborate binding of 
expensive books; “The pay. of bookbinders ts 
rather small, and it requires 9 dexterous hand 
to earn more) than"$i0 per week on “cheap” 


work. The male binders carn double that sum.

There are a large number of brush factories in 
this city in which women are employed. Camel 
hair pencils, painter’s brushes, “badgers,” hair 
and grass brooms, scrubbing brushes, hair 

&e., are generally made by females. Tn 
six of establishments four hundred and 
Stty girls are employed, wages ranging trom «. 
to $13 per week. 

One of the most unpleasant and dangerous oc- 
cupations engaged in by, womén, is perhaps, the 
manufactute of torpedoes and various kinds of 
fireworks, as loss of sight. and injury to the 
person, is often the lot of those who engage in 
the business. There are not many. applicants 
for employment at firework making. The pro- 
prietor of a torpedo factory in ‘this City has lost 
the sight of both eyes by frequent explosions of 
emall quantities of powder and flint. His ap- 
pearance is not encouraging to apprentices, and 
he is compelled te advertise very extensively for 
girls during the busy season, in order to obtain 
sufficient help to fulfill orders. 

Women are eniployed as printers in a great 
many bewspaper and job printing offices,and earn 
good No daily paper at the present time 
pein cede “typos,” but in the, “ weekly” 
offices and. publishing. houses, many females 
are employed. They are paid by the thousand 
ems, and in*somé ** Union” offices receive the 
same price for their work as men. Where men
